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FISHING FOR BASS. 

Om* streams and lakes here are fur- 
nished with bass. A chapter on baas 
fishing will be interesting to readers. 
Genio C\ Scott in the S}>lrit <>f the 
Time* says : The bass is a hardy fish. 
Only introduce a single family into a 
stream or lake, and it will at once 
commence to take control, and tin 
and increase against myriads of perch 
and pickerel. All it takes is a water 
well stocked with chubs, shiners and 
other minnows, and it will fatten on 
them, besides overturning the stones 
in the margin of the water it inhabits 
for crawfish and algon i glean 

ing the surface of flies ami bug \ It 
is a most industrious, spirited fish. Its 
play when hooked by the angler is 
more vigorous than that of any other 
ganM fish of its size, not excepting the 
brook trout Of course, therefore, it 
has become a great favorite with tho 
angler, though difficult for a novice to 
capture. In rivers its hakttai is in
